The resolutions adopted request congregs 
to investigate the conditions prevailing in the 
anthracite coal industry, and especially to 
inquire into the organization and operations 
of the anthracite coal trust, the eight an- 
thracite coal railroads and their allied inter- 
ests, and report to congress in order that 
labor, business, and the public may be pro- 
tected, and that/some way may be levised 
to protect the umers of coal from the 
6100, 000 000 a year monopoly profits now ex- 
torted from them by the anthracite coal 
trust. 

May Follow Roosevelt Plan. 

Just what procedure the president will take 
in case a strike should occur has not been 
determmed. Probably he will pursue the 
same course a8 that adopted by President 
Roosevelt during the coal strike of 1903.

It 
had spent five hours in deliberation when 
tre decmton to retire to the hotel was 
reached. Judge Carpenter spent the night 
at the University. club, leaving word that he 
was to be called at any hour of the night 
should the jury reach a verdict or require 
further instructions. 

After going to the hotel the jurors, with 
the exception of H. I. Bucklin; who was ill, 
remained up discussing the case until 12:30 
this morning. Their chambers were guard- 
ed by deputy marshals and a horde of secret 

Shortly before 1 o'clock lights were em 


opinions of the panel. There Was But one 
thing for them to debate—the guilt or inno- 
cence of the packers. 


Punishment Rests with Court. 

The question of punishment—which may 
amount to a maximum fine of one year im- 
prisonment in jail, not the penitentiary—or 
a maximum fine of $1,000 on each count, er 
beth, rests entirely with the court. 

The jury had gone out at 4:40 o'clock. It 
had spent five hours in deliberatfon when the 
decision to retire was reached. Judge Car- 
penter had earlier announced that he would 
remain in the federal building until 10 
o'clock to await a verdict. It was reported 
that the court had indicated willingness te 
receive a verdict as late ae midnight. 

The retirement of the jury, before even the 
time set by Judge Carpenter for night 
adjournment was taken as indicating that 
there would be no prospect of an early agree- 
ment—perhaps a disagreement in the long 
fought case. 


Let Sick Juror Rest. 

Two guesses were advanced as reasons for 
the failure to reach a verdict. The chief one 
was @ disinclination to act immediately in 
view of the closing words of Judge Carpen- 
ter’s charge, instructing the Jurors to 4eHb- 
erate carefully and not to hurry back for: the 
sake of ending the case quickly. 

words of warning were: 

“Do not sacrifice your self-respect o 
stretch your confcience one jot for the pur 
pose of reaching a speedy conclusion of your 
labor.” 

The other was a recurrence of Juror Buck- 
Un's ness This was not serious and is not 
expected to impede today’s deliberations, but 
it was thought best to let the sick man rest 
over night before going on with the detailed 
consideration of evidence urged by the court. 

The government attorneys admit that fal- 
ure to get a verdict before night will mean a 
serious state of affairs. The case has been 
in progress for so long, they point out, the 
jurors cannot fall to have their minds fairty 
well made up already. A long delay would 
indicate that the.men were split almost be- 
yond hope of uniting.

Charge to the Packers Jury. 


FTER briefly ES to the jury 
the importance of their duty, Judge 
Carpenter gave his genera! instruc- 
tions. 

“In arriving at your verdict,” he 
said. “‘ you should give no consideration to 
the indictment save only as it states the 
formal charges or accusation made by the 
grand jury against the defendants, and which + 
the government must prove by evidence to 
your satisfaction beyond all reasonable 
doubt before you can return a verdict of 
guilty. 

“Every defendant is. by law, pronounced 
to be innocent. The rule, however, which 
clothes every person accused of crime with 
the presumption of innocence, and imposes 
upon the government the burden of estab- 
lishing his guilt beyond. all reasonable doubt, 
is not intended to aid any one who is in fact 
guilty of crime to escape, but rather is a 
humane provision of the law, intended to 
guard against the danger of any innocent 
person being unjustly convicted. A reason- 
able doubt in law means a substantial and 
well founded doubt and not the mere possi- 
bility of a doubt. 
“The law demands a conviction wherever 
there is sumcient legal evidence to show the 
defendants’ guilt beyond a reasonable doubt, 
and circumstantial evidence is legal evi- 
dence."’

The jury was tou of its right to judge for 
itself the credibility of witnesses and weigh 
the value of suspicious evidence. 
The question of fact for the jury to de- 
elde,“ continued the court, “is whether or 
not the defendants deliberately and inten- 
tionally combined together to eliminate com- 
petition among themselves, or to fix, regu- 
late, and control prices of fresh beef. 
The question whether or not a combina- 
tion for buch a purpose constitutes a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade wu question of 
law, and you are instructed in that regard 
that a combination between. several inde- 
pendent concerns or traders engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, the dominant and con- 
troJMng purpose of which is to eliminate com- 
petition between themeelves, or to fix, regu- 
late, and control prices of fresh beef, is a 
dombina tion in restraint of trade within the 
meaning and intent of the law. 
“It ig pot wrong for a merchant to en- 
deavor to increase profits. It is not wrong 
for two or more merchants by agreement to 
adopt similar methods of business for that 
purpose, but if their plan to that end involves 
the concerted doing of things which obvious- 
ly violate the law, and by agreement or un- 
derstanding they do those things which ob- 
viously violate the law in order to accomplish 
their purpose, then the fact that they fan 
short in profits, or even make a loss, ig no 
defense if prosecution follows.

“The law is designed to preserve the right 
to every citizen to engage in any line of in- 
tergtate trade, free from the fear of and un- 
hampered by the power of a combination in 
sch trade. 
“Tt is true congress enacted this law for 
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the protection of the public, but the mere 
fact that the public may not be injured pe- 
cunlarily by a violation of it is no defense. 
The law may be said to conserve politica) as 
well as industrial freedom by preventing 
any sort of men from acquiring the power 
resulting naturally from the prohibited com- 
bination. 

The motive which congress may have had 
is a matter which does not concern you; nor 
does the construction of the law concern 
you. 

Tou are not at liberty to find defendants 
guilty of the charge set forth in the indict- 
ment merely because you may believe they 
may have done some wrong to the com- 
munity in some other way, or because you 
may believe they belong to a class against 
which many people are believed to be 
prejudiced. 5

Ot course, any verdict of guilty must in- 
clude defendants belonging to at least two 
of the three groups described in the indict- 
ment, for it isplain the reason that would pre- 
vent the conviction of a single individual or 
corporation for restraining hie or its own 
trade would also prevent the conviction of 
the members of one of the groups only for 
so doing. But it 16 not necessary that you 
should find all the members of each group 
guilty. 

Mere knowledge, acquiescence, or ap- 
proval of the actg charged, without codpera- 
tion or agreement to codperate, is not suff. 
cient to warrant a verdict of guilty. There 
must be a deliberate and intentional partici- 
pation in the transaction with a view to the 
furtherance of the common design and pur- 


Tou are charged, however, that such 
knowledge and participation may be shown 
by direct or circumstantial evidence. } 

No formal agreements between the par- 
ties to do the acts charged in the Indictment 
are necessary. It is sufficient that the minds 
of the parties meet understandingly so as | 
to bring about an intelligent and deliberate 
agreement to do the acts and commit the 
offenses charged, althoygh such agreement 
be not manifested by any formal worde or 
writing. 

“It is true that one must be held to intend 
the legal consequences of his acta but if a 
man does that which he ought to know the 
law forbids, he cannot excuse himself by 
saying he did not intend to break the law, or 
that he did not know the law forbade it. 

In arriving at your verdict you are not 
to take into consideration the question of 
the nature or extent of the punishment which 
may be imposed upon the defendants if they 
should be found guilty. Such a question is 
for the court alone. 

When you were examined as to your 
qualifications to serve on this jury, each of 
you stated that were he in the place of the 
defendants, he would be willing to have 
twelve jurors of his state of mind dispose of 
the case. Justice is all that can be asked, 
but justice is required. Justice cannot pre. 
vail unless the jury considers alone the evi. 
dence in the case, absolutely uninfluenced 
by all other matters and things.’’

The managers replied that to acquiesce 
in the demands would: mean an increase in 
wages of about 19 per cent, and that they 
were unable financially to add this burden 
to their already heavy expenses.

British Government and Miners 
Again in Deadlock. 


WALKOUT NOW 25 DAYS OLD. 


Three Million Workers Idle, and Many 
Are Near Starvation. 


LONDON, March 2%.—The twenty-fifth day 
of the nationa! coal strike ended with nearly 
8,000,000 workers idle, many thousands de- 
pendent upon charity to keep them from 
starvation, every manufacturing industry in 
the land undergoing a throttling, and a settle- 
ment apparently as remote as ever. 

The sanguine expectations at the beginning 
ot the day with joint conference of coal own- 
ere and miners, dramatically summoned by 
the premier, would reach an agreement that 
would end the struggle were replaced by the 
gloomiest forebodings, when it was learned 
that no joint conference had been held. 

For two and a half hours the prime minister 
and his colleagues labored with the com- 
mittee representing the coal owners, and for 
four hours and a half with the miner 
executive, but they failed so completely to 
eecure concessions from either which would 
afford a basis for agreement that it was 
found inadvisable to bring the disputants to- 
gether again. 

As in previous crisis in the situation, the 
govermment resorts to mystifying secrecy. 
With everybody concerned in the negotiations 
pledged to silence, what changes tomorrow 
will bring cannot be predicted. 

It is practically certain that if a settlement 
is not reached by the end of this week all 
passenger trains on every branch line in the 
United Kingdom will be suspended.

CORRUPT PRACTICE ACT. 


Abolishment by Legislation of 
|, Loan Shark Evil Among 
Reforms Advocated. 


Samuel Alschuler. Democratic primary 
candidate for governor, yesterday gave out 
his campaign platform outlining his ideas op 
public questions. A corrupt practice act, 
abolishment by legislation of the loan shark 
evil, street primaries, and change in the 
legislative representative are among the re- 
forms suggested by Mr. Alschuler.

Legislature Representation Change. 

The present system of minority repre 
sentatiom has not realized its expected ad- 
vantage, and should be abandoned. Better 
results would flow from the establishment 
of smaller legislative districts and the elec- 
tion of one representative from each dis- 
trict (combining several for choosing the 
state senator), thus bringing the representa- 
tives nearer to the people and facilitating | 
more direct and more cereful selection of 
pepresentatives. , 

The revenue system should be simplified 
so as to assure equality in the distribution 
ef the burdens of taxation. 


„Business“ in Public Affairs. 
‘ Efficiency and economy in administration 
must be effected through application of busi- 
ness principles to public affairs. 
‘‘T suggest the adoption and strict enforce- 
ment of a rigid corrupt practices act, ap- 
plicable to primaries as well as to elections. 
“I would urge such changes in primary 
and election laws as will help to a better and 
freer expression of the people’s choice of 
candidates and officers. Among such changes 
I suggest separate ballots for national, state, 
county, and judicial offices, to avoid the con- 
fusion incident to a big blanket ballot. 
Consolidation of taxing bodies in Chicago 
and Cook county. 
nere should be carried out in good faith 
the direction and spirit of the great vote 
given in favor of the initiative and refer- 
endum through constitutional amendment. 


Simplification of Law. 

“A simplification of the law of prac- 
tice and procedure in our courts should be 
promptly provided. :

|} provement of hygienic and sanitary condi- 
tions of factories and other places of em- 
(ployment; (b) ascertaining and guarding 
against occupational diseases; (c) adoption of 
methods and appliances for increasing the 
safety, comfort, and well being of miners, 
railroad men, and others who are engaged 
in hazardous and other occupations; (d) elim- 
inating the abuses of child labor.

French Specialties.

EW ORLEANS, March 25.—Not knowing 
just what we wanted to eat, after a 
day of epiourean pleasures, we allowed 
the accomplished and suave waiter to 
suggest what we should have. It was 
not an economical thing to do, but we are 
in New Orleans to learn about just sucu spe- 
cialties as are here. We had gone for dinner 

to the famous Antoine's. 

The waiter, like the card, said, “Tr: our 
specialties." We did and got toste St. An- 
toine (fish and anchovies on toast), bisque | 
d’ecrevisses à la cardinal (crawfish soup), 
tomates freppées & la Jules Cesar (tomatoes 
stuffed with heavy greens and something not 
analyzable), poulets maison. d’or (chicken in 
some sauce related to that for the lobster a 
la Newburg) and coffeg. ! 

The invitation at the head of the card in 
French which, translated, means “go to An- 
toine’s,” is called the summons for those who 
love to dine well, a summons that has “ well 
nigh belted the world, for in all lands is the 
house of Antoine known.”

To dine at Antoine's is, after all, to learn, 
by contrast, that you would rather have sim- 
pler things, but that a name means a great 
deal when it comes to foods, It has meant 
a great deal in the past and it means a great 
deal today to the gay visiting world of New 
Orleans. 

We had had oysters Rockefeller elsewhere, 
but the only recipes we brought away with 
us were the one for this and one for the soup 
we had, These were the only ones printed on 
the great sheet, giving a history of the house, 
which we received as a souvenir.

A Remarkable Recital 
Given by Harold Bauer.

AROLD BAUER’S piano recital before 
the Amateur Musical club yesterday 
| | afternoon was a noteworthy event 
viewed from every aspect. Thanks to 
the patronage of the club the Stude- 
baker theater was filled, a fortunate circum- 
stance since many people were thereby made 
acquainted with ideals of piano playing too 
intimate and too noble to attract the notice 
or to win the approval of the general public. 
The compositions presented are not accord- 
ed frequent hearings even on the programs 
of tile virtuosi, for they are.eoncerned with 
phases of the art that offer slight oppor- 
tunity for display and at the same time de- 
mand a superlative mastery of the keyboard.

In selecting the Schumann Krelslertana, 
the Liszt B minor sonata, the Schumann 
Fantasia, the Chopin ballade in F. and 
the same master’s twelve etudes Op. 10. Mr. 
Bauer introduced an element of sentimental 
interest by citing the fact that these compos!- 


masters. The first Schumann pieces bear a 
dedication to Chopin. The Liszt sonata is 
inscribed to Schumann and the Jatter’s Fan- 
tasia returns the compliment, while Chopin 
paid homage to his great colleagues in the 
ballade and the etudes. It ig doubtful if this 
circumstance impressed Mr. Bauer s hearers 
so deeply as the more potent fact that each 
of these masters had an excellent friend in 
the recital giver himself. 

Mr. Bauer has long been justly, famed as 
an interpreter of the music of Schumann. It 
was therefore not surprising that he should 
have made the whimsical and delicate poetry 
of the Kreislerlana pieces the occhksion 
for much delightful plano playing. Preserv- 
ing the mood and the intention of free and 
unconsidered improvisation he was able to 
overcome the disconnected and often re 
dundant effect of these eight movements. 
The Fantasia was also beautifully read. 
But the impression was unavoidable. that 
with either composition the program would 
have been abundantly supplied with Schu- 
mann's music. |

In the Lest sonata Mr. Bauer showed him- 
self a bigger pianist than ever before, and it 
is certain that his interpretation of the work 
will do more to convince the average music 


lover of the worth, digriity, and beauty of the ; 


much misunderstood composition than other 
readings of greater spiritual import. With- 
out detrecting from the nobility and the 
grandeur of Lisst’s mighty message, he 
placed himself in the position of an inter- 
preter who could dwell upon its smaller 
meanings and its lesser beauties until their 
significance became clear to tha most con- 
servative listener. 

There was in his delivery of the work a 
quality of self-expression that was infinitely 
attractive because of ite deep sincerity. It 
served the purpose of commentary and ex- 
planation for the uninitiated. Yet all the 
while one felt the pianist’s grasp of the 
broader and nobler meaning. Pianistically 
the sonata was a model of tonal beauty and 
variety, a lesson in the acoustic possibilities 
of the damper pedal and an unobtrusive and 
therefore especially significant exposition of 
keybord mastery. The same qualities were 
to be discovered in his Chopin playing.

Murders and Holdups Have 
Caused Terror in Smaller 
Cities of Country. 


_ [BY CARE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, ch 25.—Three more persons 
were slain today by the phantom bandits.“ 
who for weeks have kept rural France in 
terror. Operating In stolen autos, the gang 
zs robbed scores of banks in smaller cities 
and has taken at least a dozen lives. 

The outlaws began their operations today 
in the historie forest of Senart, twenty- 
five miles from Paris. There early in the 
morning the gang stopped a high powered 
motor car by waving their handkerchiefs to 
the chauffeur. As the car came, to a stop one 
man walked around the car, apparently in- 
specting it. He then waved his hand toward 
hig accomplices, saying. All right.” 

At the signal the two others drew revolvers 
and shot the chauffeur. They picked up his 


} bedy, dumped it into the roadway, and then 


red into the car and made off at full 


' speed after firing one shot at the owner 


of the auto, wounding him in the hand. 


Rob Bank at Chantilly. 

Two hours afterward, the gang rode up to 
the bank of the Societe Generale in Chantilly, 
the famous racing resort. Four of the men, 
armed with revolvers, entered the bank, 
where they shot the cashier and anogher 
employé dead., and @angerously wounded a 
third man. 

One of the bandits seized a portfolio con- 
taining $8,000.in notes. Others looted the 
Vaults, obtaining a large sum of money, but 
the police refuse to disclose the exact sum. 

A fifth bandit was keeping guard at the 
door of. the. bank with a. loaded carbine, 
while a sixth sat ready at the steering wheel 
of the motor car, waiting to start imme- 
diately the robbery hall been accomplished. 
The murderers dashed out, jumped into the 
motor, and Started at full speed in the di- 
rection of Paris. 

‘The alarm had meanwhile been raised, but 
pursuit was warded off by the bandits with 
repeated revolver shots. 


Quit Auto for Train. 

The automobile was recognized by the 
- cyclist police on watch at Asnieres as it 
‘passed through. The police sprang upon their 
bicycles and gave chase, but were soon dis- 
tanced. 8 
Shortly afterward 5 came up with the 
automobile which had been abandoned by the 
bandits, close to the railroad. This is the last 
trace of the assassins, and it is assumed that 
they jumped the fence to the track and 
beatded a train going northward to Argen- 
teull, which usually slows down at this 


In the abandoned vehicle the police found 
an empty portfolio belonging to the Chan- 
ty bank. There were a number of blood 
stains on the motor car, and two hats and 
a number of cartridges for revolyerg and 
Winchester carbines were found.

Nominal Subjeets of Sultan Seek to En- 
ter Hellenic Chamber.

ATHENS, March 25.—The Greek parliia- 
mentary elections have passed off quietly. 
The complete returns will not be known until 
tomorrow, but it is certain the government 
of M. Venezelos, the premier, has obtained a 
sweeping majority. 

Of all the leaders who fought M. Venezelos 
only M. Theotokis, M. Mavromichaelis, and 
M. Zaimis, with about fifty followers, were 
elected, 

There was much excitement in the ‘country 
during the campaten, but the polling wae 
practically without any disturbances. The 
few which occurred were quickly suppressed, 
as the government had thoroughly prepared 
for any. possible outbreaks. 

The archbishop of Crete has repudiated his 
anathema against M. Venezelos and this has 
greatly etrengthened the premier. 

A dispatch from Canea, Crete, says sixty- 
nine Cretan deputies have been, elected to 
the Greek parliament. The deputies belong 
to various parties and the number elected 
is three times the number of men whom it is 
proposed by the Cretan leaders ta nets seats 
in the Greek chamber. 

The reason for the surplus number of men 
elected is that the leadere are prepered for 
any contingency, such as the possible pre- 
vention of the Cretan deputies from landing 
on Greek son.
